the idea that there was any coiinectiun 
between arty plot that Tynan 
may have concocted and an at- 
tempt on the life of the Czar. The 
elaborate tale of collusii^ between 
the Fenians and the continental An- 
arcbists and Itussian Nibiliats, is laugh- 
ed at in Paris, although the authorities 
in Scotland Yard are using this storj' aa 
iiiiich as they ))oBsibly can in order to 
influenci! the French authorities to sur- 
render Tynan. The suspicion is broad- 
ly hinted that the story of Tynan being 
implicated in a plot againat tlie person 
of the Czar was concocted lor no other 
I)urpose than to appeal to the political 
ayinpathies of l-'rance towards Ruaaia to 
efFect a consent 10 the e.xtradition of 
Tynan. 

It ia evident that Scotland Yard ahares 
the French view of the alleged Fenian 
combination aa there has been no change 
in the precautions already made to guard 
the Czar on bis forthcoming visit to Lon- 
don. The preparations are the same as 
those usually made upon the visit of any 
foreign sovereign to London. Tli'e 
Seotcli police have been reinforced by a 
pquad of detectives from Scotland 
Yard to aid in tlie investigation 
going on at Glasgow in connection 
with the arrest of Bell. There is no stock 
taken in Scotland Yard in the idea that 
Tynan meant to blow up Marlborough 
House while the I^rinceof Walea and the 
Czar were within. It is reported that 
Tynan'a mother and four of hor graiid- 
(diililren left Kingaton to-dav for lUienoa 
.■\yrea. Ordei-s were given this afternoon 
that ICiUvard J5cll sliould be continiiona- 
ly watched, as it is feared that his hard 
drinking wdll bring on an attack of de- 
lirium tremens. As an untrie<t prisoner 
having plenty of money lie is allowed to 
order everything he desires hut drinks. 

The Irish leaders in London ami 
I')ublin regard the arrests of the alleged 
dynamite plotters with consternation. 
A project has been on foot ever since the 
adjournnient of parliament to obtain the 
release of all the Irish political prison- 
ers, which had been encouraged by the 
recent action of government In releasing 
from Portland i)rison Dr. Thomas 
Gallagher, Albert C. Whitehead, ,7ohn 
Daly and Th(jm;ia Devaiiy. It was in- 
tended to inaugurate a great diMnoiistra- 
tion in belialf of the prisoners and 
an agitjition in the preau, followed 
by a lierce attack in the House of Coiii- 
r.iona in January. The disclosures in 
connection with the arrests are consid- 
ered unfavorable to the success of this 
plan. In an interview the president of 
ihe .Vmnesty Association said ! 

" The arrests are a matter of indiiTer- 
ence to ns, ezcept for their probable ef- 
fect on the Irish movement. The fol- 
lowers of Tynan are the Fenians of Ire- 
land, and tlua association will not raise 
a |)enny for their defence. It cannot 
coniproinise itaelf by any connection 
with them." 

The Dublin Iildependeiit this morning 
says; " I'he Ro-i:alled jjlot ia more lilce 
a plea against Ireland, Tiie relc^ise of 
some of the Irish political priscuiera ac- 
cused of <lynamite oircncc.-' iliad no soon- 
er called forth jjrofests in ICmiland than 
th'ese sensational arrests in connection 
with a new plot are announced, AVe em- 
phatically protest against the deliberate 
effort being made to turn this plot 
againat Ireland and the unfortunates 
now in prison." 

The ABSociati3d Press has received a 
dispatch from Boulogne 8ur Mer, which ' 
says that Tynan was taken before the 
public j)roaeeutor tliere this afternoon 
and was interrogated as to his antece- 
dents and aa to the murder of Thomas 
Henry Burke and Lord Frederick 
Cavendish in Phoenix; Park, Dublin, 
in 18.S2. Tynan in reply denied 
that he took any actual part in tlie 
murders, Subsefjuent to the examina- 
tion, several Scotland Yard men had an 
interview with the public prosecutor 
wdio signided to them his approval o( 
the active measures taken by the En, 
Hah police to secure Tynan and his 
associates, tie also assured them that 
the -French authorities would render 
tbem every asaietance to bring the

Sovereign on Lookout mouutaia, they 
have stripped the vein for 85 feet and 
have Bank a shaft about 20 feet, showing 
a continuons ore body of an average 
width of 18 inches. Tlie ore nasays up 
to $35 in gold. 

The ahatt on the I'alo Alto ia down 
about 20 feet. Both the hanging: and 
footwallfl are perfect. The entire apaeo 
between the walla ia filled, with ledge 
matter with from six to 16 inches of 
clean ore running throuj^h it. Thia 
clean ore assays tairly well, some of it 
runninjr as liit;li iS ^20 in sold. 

Ernest W. Grant Uovan, of liomlou, 
England, hiis honded a bin mine known 
as tlie Chronio Valley property of GIO 
aerea of placer j;rouii(l on the Siriiilka- 
meon river in the Okiiiiaf^an comitry. 
The ])rk'e, includinj; watur rij^hts, ete., 
is $L25,O0tJ, and the linnl payment will 
be made in about thirty days. 

A great strike has ijeen made in tiiu 
lower tnnnel of the Ko<iteiuiy. It tt"aa 
in ahout 50 feet when Manuger Martin 
King put Liis pair of drills to work, in tlie 
face. He had hardly got well started 
when there appeared patches of ore 
which indicatecl that an ore body was 
near. On Monday evening the ore begun 
to eoine in strong and byTuesday morn- 
ing it wag pretty suiid all the way across 
the 8-foot breast of the tunnel. Two 
sample lots of the ore were tested that 
da)', one goini; !f40 and the other $(iO. 

For some moutlia engineers have been 
exaniinin^^ the various water iiowera or 
Britialt Columbia. Attention was at 
first directed to .Sheep creek, but as the 
available power waa on the American 
side and the i)rodnct of electricity would 
bo subject to duty, Sheep creek was 
abandonevl, A careful examination Was 
nnide of tbe Pend d' Oreille and the en- 
gineers have selected this river for the 
location of the nower station, the actual 
site selected being near the mouth of the 
river and about 12 miles from Rossland 
in a direct line. Here the plan uontem 
piatoa the construction of a dam. The 
total flowaee of the river is about 200,- 
000 miners' inchea and with a 20-foot 
head 10,000 horse po\»er can be develop- 
ed. It is proposed to install 2,000 horse 
power of electricity to begin with and 
this will be of tlie well known three 
phase tyuo, the current being carried at 
10,000 volts with stepdowa traiiaforniors 
at the various mines. The total invest- 
ment will l5e in the neighborhood of 
ii!250,000. Under the plan projiosed the 
wires will be run into Kossland via 
Trail, taking in the various mines en 
loiite and supplying light to both cities. 

The foreman of the Ivanhoe, on Little 
Sheep creek, has reported that be cut 
the ledge in the tunnel and had gone 
into it six feet nithoat finding the hang- 
ing wall. He found two feet of quartz 
next to the foot wall and then four feet 
nf gangue heavily mineralized, lie ux- 
pects to find solid ore in the hanging 
wall. The quartz carries some gold, 
very good assays having been had from 
it on the surface. 

Tbe lower tunnel of the Juuibo is now 
in solid ore after having been driven 
about 70 feet, The oreia very much like 
that lirat encountered in tiie upper tun- 
nel, carryini; perbaj)8 a little more co|)- 
])er. It id a clean pyrliotite and is not 
the high grade ore of the mine. Tbia 
iron will have to be penetrated lO or 15 
feet before the rich ore is fouiKl. The 
finding of ore in solid mass in the lower 
tunnel leaves no doubt as to tbe enor- 
mouB extent of the ore body in the mine. 
Explorations in the upper tunnel go to 
ahow the pay ore is about 25 feet wide. 

On the Red Mountain claim they are 
running a day and night shift sinking a 
shaft on the main ledge and are now- 
down about 100 feet. For the last SO or 
"lO feet they have had from one to three 
feet of ore in the abaft. More than one 
half of the ag.says have shown iiti agirre- 
gate value of gold and copper of over .fiO 
per ton, several assays going over ,^40. 
Assays recently obtained from a cut on 
this same ledge 200 feet west of tbe main 
shaft ran .'^100 in gold. 

All that was lacking Wednesday even- 
ing to coiiipleto the sale of the Gold Star 
was the signature of J. D. Farrel. Ttie 
money was lying in the Bank of Mon- 
trealiAnd the bond had been signed by 
all the owners of the property with the 
exception above noted. The purchasars 
of the property are a syndicate of Tojon- 
to ])er)ple organized by P. A. O'Farrell, 
and the iirice ia $35,000 on a short bond. 
The (iold ^Star is considered one of the 
best pieces of undeveloped ndnin;? pro- 
perty in tbe district. 

Tlu) Cambridge continues to improve. 
A sample of aljont IK iuchi^s of the ore in 
the bottom of the sliuft went .f'iS in gold. 

J. A. Currie, owner of the Muata-ho 
mineral claim, has arrived in tovvn. On 
Wednesday J. A, Kirk surveyed the 
claim. The survey of the Musta-he 
leaves the Green Crown just -1 l-r> acrea. 
It Is a triangular piece of land with a 
base line 300 feet long and moasuringlilO 
feet to its apes. Thia ground the Green 
Crown will probably be allowed to keep. 

The livening Star has 100 tons of ore 
on the dump and will begin to ship im- 
mediately. When the president of the 
Evening Star company,!). IV[. Drumhel- 
ler, of Spokane, was here some time ago 
he hoped to meet Mr. Croaadailo, mana- 
ger of the Hall Mines smeiter, and make 
a contract witli him, but Mr. Croaadailo 
had left town just before Mr, Drumhel- 
ler arrived. A new ledge was found on 
the west side of the Evening Star ground 
last Monday, 

A diamond drill has been put in the 
Georgia tunnel and borings were began 
Thursday. In the southwest drift there 
is a Bolld face of pure iron sulphide, 
which runs about $16 in gold. Another 
drill will bo sent down to out the ledge 
opened in tbe shaft just iaboye the 
Evening Star wagon road. It ia pro- 
posed to cut thiH ledge at the depth of 
;-i0O feet. Mr. Newiiuui, su nerintendent 
of the Georgia, had a surveyor on the 



Colona ledge Wednesday, and traced the 
vein through the Evening Star into the 
Georgia ground. The lino of the survey 
ran directly through the discovery made 
on the Evening Star a few days ago. 
This tends to confirm the belief ttiat 
this diBCovery is on the Oolona lead, , 

Not much baa. been.heard of . thp .Erie 
of late though woric on the property has 
been going on ateadilv. The claim, 
which is nearly a full one, lies about 
'2,000 feet north of the Monte Oriato and 
Evening Star, and occupies the Eummit 
and both slopes of the long ridge which 
runs north from Monto Cristo mountain. 
The bottom of the shaft itself is becom- 
ing well nuneralized, so no one need be 
surprised if the I'jric opens up a big 
ahute of shipping ore one of these days. 

The Celtic Queen has aroused renewed 
interest because of its position in re- 
lation to the Crown Point. It is clearly 
on the ore belt running west from the 
Crown Point and taking in the Tiger, 
Uncle Sam, Prini'o of Wales, Trilby, H. 
E. Leo, Maid nf ICrin, Gopher and Home 
Stake. The Celtic cjueen baa a shaft 
down 50 feet and the ledge is 15 feet 
wide. The ore so far obtained runs 
fairly well in gold, with some silver and 
ft little copper. The ledge ia one of the 
strongest and best marked in the camp 
and has been traced COO feet across the 
claim. Another and still larger parallel 
lodge lie.s :!50 feet to the south. This 
ledge ia 20 feet wide in places and assays 
from the surface ahow as much as .^;l in 
gold.

Wliolesale Massacre Said to Ba Pre- 
paring—Attitude of Gliulstone, 
Rosebery and Asquitli. 



CoNSTANTiNoi'i.i:, Sept. 15.— To tlioee 
who hiivo eyu8 to see tliere is nioic and 
more evident tiio approach ol a crisis in 
the affairs of the Ottoman empire. But 
the Turk himself offers no Bigna of an 
appreciation of the fate that ia impend- 
ing in tlie limit that has apparently 
heen readied in the patience of the 
European powers witli the ])rocosaof ex- 
termination of the Anneiiiana tliat has 
been steiiili!y niul relentlessly pursued 
by tiie Turks. Tlicro ia no diminution 
in tlie rancor (lij!iilayi.'d by the Mnssul- 
mans toWiinls ihe Arunjuiuus, and no 
Bif^n of the relinquisliiug of the I'urks' 
contention that the Armenians are per- 
sistent anil determined revolutionists 
and afiitatora against the sovereignty of 
the Sultan, and as such invite the strin- 
gent repressiTC measures that have been 
need against them. 

Some color has to be admitteil to this 
contention of the Turks from the fact 
that some envoys of the i)0\vera have re- 
ceived a circular note from the llinti- 
chak revol' tionary conunittee, declar- 
ing that if the reforms demanded by the 
Armenians at the time of the raid by 
them upon the Ottoman bank are not 
granted, there will be a more aerious 
outbreak against tho Tuikish authori- 
ties and over a much wider area than 
the last, which resulted in the apparent- 
ly indiscriminate slaughter of Armeni- 
ans in this city. 

Since Friday there has been a large 
increase of the patriots' cavalry in the 
Kapia, the suburb of Constantinople in 
M'hich are situated the French and Eng- 
lish embassadors' residences, and in 
Buyukdoro and Pera. Thia is the .'-^ul- 
tan'a precautionary measure against fu- 
ture outrages, in compliance with the 
warning contained in the note from the 
powera. These troops, it ia understood, 
come under the iiuthority of those who 
are warne<l tluit tliey will be rcspoiiaibie 
if outbreaks involving the destruction of 
property and loss of life occurred, but 
the troops are at the same time inatruct- 
ed to use their arms in self-defence if 
they are attacked. These ao-called pre- 
cautionary measurws have not improved 
the situation, but have rather served to 
extend tho feeling of terrorism on ac- 
count of the feeling of doubt as to what 
secondary and veiled meaning may be 
hidden behind the letter of instrncyons 
to the troops. Meantime the British 
relief committee is busy with the work 
of helping the distressed Anneniaiitj. 

The oHicial Turkish estimate of the 
number of victims of the inassacrea in 
the city ia 1,100. Other estimates run 
pretty mucli all me way ufuMird from 
this "lliiure. Tlie ofHcial (.siiuiKle ia 
coupled with ilie alleiialiwii rhiit many 
of those killed weie in reality Turks, but 
that they were buried with the .V rmoui- 
ans and that their numbers wejit, to 
swell the sopposed numb(fr of Armenian 
victims. Thid stutemen I undoubtedly is 
designed ax an apology and explanation 
of the anseriion contained in tne note of 
the powers that tlie savage bands which 
murderously attacked the Armenians 
and pillaged tlifcir houses were not ac- 
cideiual gatherings of fanatical peujdeor 
undirecli-d iiiohd, hut, that ihere was 
every indiculioii of their esfR'(-inl organ- 
ization and Ol its being kiKjwn it not 
directed by tlie aiuhoMiies. in foreign 
circles here the statement that Turks 
were kided aloutr with the Armenians 
is denied. The actual number of victims 
of the disorders was cerialuly 5,000, and 
will ))rohal)ly reacli (5,000. The military 
authorities state that three soldiers were 
killed and thirty were wounded. The 
porte reports state that 15U Musaulmans 
were wounded. 

All Mussulmans who have yet been 
tried by the exi ruordinary tribune ap- 
pointed to pas-H judgment on those im- 
plicated in the recent massacre have 
been acquitted of the charge of complic- 
ity. The charge ;;gaint many of them 
was deemed by foreign residents liere to 
be conclusive ' and the failure to hold 
them adds to the conviction timt the 
pcrte has no intention of i'uni])lyirig 
with the demands of the powera t hat the 
culprits shidl be brought to imnifiluiient. 
In view of thiH failure to punish the au- 
tiiors or outraged a|)on Araieuiuiis the 
state of terrorism among the Anueniang 
continues unabated and the exodus of 
these people goesou with nodiminutioii. 
The appearance of the refii^ees, many i f 
them in a state of destitution Irom 
laboring under extreme apprehonsiona 
of a blow likely to fall at any time, 
evokes the universal compassion oE the 
foreigners who see them. 

London, Sept. 15. — A dispatch from 
Constantinople published here asserts 
that a wholesale massacre of Christians 
is planned to occur there within a fort- 
night, and that ArmeniaiiH have been 
deported from there on board ships and 
have been drowned in batches, being 
shot through specially cona'ructed 
chu tee. 

The Chronicle espresseH the belief 
that Mr. Gladstone will be iinliiced to 
address a meeting of deirKuistraiion at 
Chester in favor of the AniK'iiiaiis. 

The Times, in an editorial discussing 
the utterances of Lord Kosebery and 
Henry Asquiih on the Armenian ques- 
tion, says: "Lord Rosebery and Mr. 
Asqnith have assumed a very grave re- 
sponpihility. It is easy to conjure a 
whirlwind of national wrath, but in 
would lialfh^ the strongest will and most 
eagacioua judgment to direct the storm 
which it raised. Are the agitators 
prepared to face an European war? If 
nut, let them pause while there is yet 
time." 

Vice Admiral Sir John Oinnianney 
Hopkins, Iv.O.U., has been appointed to 
succeed Sir Michael Culm Seymour, K. 
•C.B., as commiuidcr-iu-chief of the Med- 
iterranean station .

Programme of the Chicago Convention

IMPERIAL ESTEEM. 

The Kaiser Demonstrates His Regard for a 
Prominent Military Ofllcer. 

Beumn, Sept. M. — After the parade on 

the Tempelhof lield to-day Emiieror 
William made a spi.'ech to the superior 
olficers present, in which he declared 
that ho v.'as desirous of show- 
int; his unimpaired confidence in 
liis loyal and valued servant. General 
Von Hahnke, in fare of the insinuations 
and altai;ki made upon him in connec- 
tion with the rL-,ii^;iiatioii of General 
Bronsarl voti Schellendorf aa secretary 
of war. The Emperor continued that he 
had, therefore, appointed General Vou 
riabnke to the colonelcy of the Privy 
Carl or Prussian Gren.idiers.

mount the diSlcultiea of their poBition 
would never have been developed and 
called intoexerciae. ; Men and women of 
the same race, we are told, have been 
setfled oil land where they had few or no 
diffictiltieB to face and nothing that de- 
eerveii tlie name of hurdishij) to endure, 
yet the Bettlementa liavo proved to be 
miserable failures. The men became 
Bhiftless and dependent. They were 
perpetually looking for help and 
coDoplaining if it were not extended 
to them as Boon as 'it was applied for, 
and the applications for aid were unend- 
ing. This seeins to be the condition at 
which all coddled colonies arrive sooner 
or later. Governments should, tliere- 
fore, be careful how they extend help to 
new settlers. What appears to be kind- 
ness may prove to be cruelty. Tlie 
settler should be tauRht to depend upon 
himself, and if there is anything in him, 
if he is fit to be a resident of a new coun- 
try, he will depend upon himself. It he 
cannot learn to be self-reliant and self- 
supporting the country is better without 
him. 



SELF-RELIANT SETTLERS. 

A great deal is said about the neeea- 
sity of finding means to induce immi 
grants to settle on the land. There are 
those who would make a pet of the new- 
settler, would coddle him, and take, at 
the public expense, every diflieulty out 
of his way. The consequence of this 
kind of ti-eataient will be to make the 
new settler dependent and exacting. He 
will get to think that he has a right to 
be helped and to be saved from hardship 
of every kind. This is not how the early 
settlers in Canada were treated, and this 
id not what tiiey expected. They were 
self-reliant men, who fat-ed the diflicul- 
ties and hardships of life in the ivilder- 
nesa manfully. They seldom looked to 
anyone for help, and if they did they 
would not get it, for almost everyone 
was as poor as they were them- 
selves. We do not wish to leave 
the impression that the early Canadian 
pi^ttlers were selfish and unneighborly. 
They were the very opposite. They 
■were, as a rule, won<ierfully kind to each 
other. When any of them had woik to 
do which was too heavy for one man to 
do alone, his neiglihors needed no second 
bidding to go to his assistance. They 
gathered on the settler'H clearing on the 
day appointed and made a "frolic" of 
the work. In some parts of Canada 
these neighborly gatherings were called 
" bees," but in the Maritime Provinces 
they were called " frolics," and they gen- 
erally wound up with a dance and a suj - 
per. But the settlers in those days sel- 
dom or never looked to Government for 
assistance. In fact they did much of the 
work which it is now considered the 
province of the Government to do. Tliey 
cut and cleared new roads and kept theni 
in repair with very little interference or 
direction from the Government, and 
frequently no help at all. The 
men we speak of settled on 
forest land wliicli could only bo cleared 
and made (it for cultivation by hard and 
contiuiuiiis toil. Food was sometimes 
not too plentiful and never dainty. Yet 
these pioneers prospered. They cleared 
their farms and raised families of strap- 
ping sons and baxom daughters. Tliev 
were a hardy and a virtuous race. It 
was they who made the country what it 
is to-day, and although they worked 
hard and lived hard, we are not sure 
that they did not get more enjoyment out 
of life than their softer and more luxuri- 
ous grandchildren and grout-grandchil- 
dren. 

What we wish to direct attention 
to now is that tlicKo pioneers 
depended almost entirely on tlieniselvea. 
They did not look to outsiders for help. 
The work that was to be done they did 
themselves cheerfully and manfully, and 
. the hardships of their lot were endured 
with a patience that appears at this dis- 
tance of time to bo heroic. Yet they did 
not regard themselves as heroes. They 
to jk the rous,'h with the smooth aa a 
matter of course. 

As necessity is the mother o! inven- 
tion, they found ways to enliven a life 
that might be supposed to be intolerably 
dreary and to perform tasks that seemed 
at first sight to be beyond the power of 
men and women possessing so few 
resources with means so apparently in- 
adequate to the work to be performed. 
That work, we are eatisfled, would 
never have been done if the. aettlera 
were not compelled Tjy necelsity to do it'; 
if they were not forced to be self-reliant 
and to make the best use of the nieana 
within their reach. If they had been 
coddled by a paternal government tlie 
hardy virtues that enabled them to sur- 



te:e cant of free trade. 

Although the members of the Govern- 
ment are very reluctant to talk about 
free trade and are exceedingly reticent 
IS to their intentions with regard to tiie 
tariir, their chief organ ventures now to 
aid them to sing the praises of free 
trade. The chief organ in its issue of 
the 9th inst. says: "The one safe and 
sound policy is to refuse to establish a 
policy of protection. "Under free trade 
the natural industries of the country de- 
velop and in proportion as they develop 
other iiuhistries take root and flourish." 
Can what the (xlobe iillirma to be 
sound in tlieory be proved to be 
true in practice? If there is one 
industry more than another that 
deserves to bo called "natural" it 
is the cultivation of the grountl. 
Has that natural industry developed 
and nourished in Encland under fifty 
years cl free trade? Free trade, the 
great majority of the cultivators of the 
soil in Great Britain say, has ruined 
their industry. From one end of the 
country to the other the farmers com- 
plain that they are unable to compete 
with the cultivators in new countries 
where the soil is fertile and labor cheap. 
We are told itioneof the most reputable 
periodicals published in England, a 
periodical that circulates among the 
educated class, that " we (the people of 
England) are in the full tide of Protec- 
tionist reaction, and it is a tide that did 
nat begin to How yesterday, and shows 
no sign of ebbing to-inorrow." 
Thia is one of the results 
of free trade in Great Britain. 
It has worked in such a way aa to cause 
thousands upon thousands to long for a 
return of Protection and to agitate to 
bring about that return. If it depended 
upon the men engaged in what is jxtr 
e.rcelU'iici' the " natural industry " of 
Great Britain, that country would have 
a Protectionist tarill' before the expira- 
tion of two years. What is the good of 
repeating words that have become the 
cant of Free Trade when they are con- 
tradicted by facts to which even the 
members of the Cobden Club cannot 
shut their eyes or ignore in their public 
speeches? 



The Populist candidate for the Vice- 
Presidency, the Hon. Thomas Wataon, 
knows how to talk. He is greatly an- 
noyed because Bryan, the Pcpulist 
nominee for President, does not accept 
him as hia sole colleague.' He is, it ap- 
pears, very popular in his own state, 
Georgia, while Mr. Sowall of Slaine, 
the Silver Democrat candidate for the 
oQice of A'ice-President, is not by any 
means popular among his neighbors. 
Knowing thia, Mr. Watson in a late 
speech said: .. 

"Mr. Sewall cannot carry hia own 
fainily. Whenei^er ray son takes the 
stump and begins to make speeche8> 
against me like Mr. Sewall's son is do- 
ing against him, I will get oil' the ticket 
anil crawl umior the bed and hide my- 
self. Mr. Sewall cannot carry the ward 
in which he lives. He cannot carry the 
town in which ho lives. He cannot 
carry the state in whioli he lives. He is 
a wart on the party. He ia. a knot on 
the log. He ia a dead weight to the 
ticket." 

Theie ia a good deal of coarse humor 
and rugged sense in this passage, and if 
his speeches abound in hits like those it 
contains it is not surprising that he is 
popular among the Populists. They are 
noi a very relined party or a deep-think- 
ing party, and they are not critical as to 
the logic o( a siicaker, but they do like a 
little fun and highly appreciate a hard 
hitter. He boasts that lie can carry 
Nebraska, Kansas, Iowa and Texas for 
Bryan — that is if Bryan treats him as he 
thinks he ought to be treated. Watson 
has a very high opinion of liimselt iind 
of hia inliuence in the I'ojiulisl States. 
He concluded the apeech from which we 
h;t\'c quoted by saying; "The moment 
I got oil' the ticket there would he thou- 
sands of protests from the people who 
would not vote for Bryan. If I am ofiT it 
would mean the death of tin? Populiat 
party. Let .Sewall scoot and \^'atson ar- 
rive." The Ilcpublicana speak of Wat- 
son as a blatlierskito and nickname him 
" Hon. Tom Tit Watson." But deriding 
him and abusing him will not detract 
from his influence. Let his enemies say 
what they may, Tom Watson is a power 
in the land, and no one seems more 
fully convinced of this than Mr. Bryan.

ON THE DEFENSIVE. 

According to the Mail and Empire, 
men engafj;ed in the dillerent industries 
of the country are already taking meas- 
ures to protect thoinaelve.s from loss by 
Liberal legislation. It says : | 

It is a healthy Sign that tlie members 
of parliament interested in agricultural 
progress should have met in conference 
and practically taken the ilti«8tioii, 
so far aa it relates to agriculture, 
out of the hands of the Government. 
Obviously, the force of public opinion 
impels even the niioHicial free trader to 
relieve lis, us far as possible, from the 
ilaiigera lor winch we are said lo liavi! 
voted. Ontaido ol agriculture, the 
muveiueiit looking lo coiiliiiued proloe- 
ticm ia strong. A lew (lays ago a Libera 
merchant appeared in print with an ap- 
peal, and a vigorous iirguiiieiit attached 
lo it, against any dickering witli the 
sugar duties. He pointed out that the 
lue-election party statements with re- 
ference to sugar manufacturing were un- 
true. The protection was not esorbi- 
tant; the profits were not high; the 
prices of the manufactured article were 
not immoderate. Now the millers 
have followed with a protest. They 
say, correctly, that the protection ac- 
corded them is necessary to tlio con- 
tinuance of their industry. Aa a mat- 
ter of fact, it ia too well known that li-ee 
trade, while striking at tlie miller, will 
1)0 most disastrous to our wheat grower. 
On the part of the pig iron iiiduatry a 
strong case is made out for the avoid- 
ance of fiscal action. Pig iron is both a 
raw material and a manufactured pro- 
duct. As a manufactured product itgives 
employment to the producer, wliile as a 
raw material it adds far losfe to the cost 
of production than the politicians have 
said. Finally, the oil producers are in 
evidence. They are endeavoring tojiia- 
presa upon the Government the deair- 
ability of allowing them to live. 

This movement will rto doubt gather 
strength as time progresses and the dan- 
ger is more imminent. It will be found 
that Liberals as well as Conservatives 
are opposed to the sacrifice of Canadian 
industries at the demand of a few free 
trade doctrinaires or to please a still 
smaller number of unpatriotic Cana- 
dians who wish to curry favor with the 
AmericanSfEkt the expense of the native 
Itidiatries oif the Doniinion of Canada. 
Sir Richard Cartwright, Mr, Fielding 
and Mr. Laurier will find that it will be 
folly in them to attempt to resist tlio 
pressure that will be brought to bear 
upon them by Protectionist-Liberala.

A coincidence which must strike 
landsmen as well as sailors as peculiar 
in the extreme is found in the case of 
the four British and two American 
schooners seized in Behriug Sea for con- 
travention of the lirst article of the in- 
ternational regulations — thia section 
proscribing all hunting witliin the zone 
of 60 miles radius encircling the Priby- 
loff islands. Each of the six schooners 
referred to — the British vessels Beatrice, 
Ainoka, Viva and South Bond, and the 
Americans June Grey and J. G. Swan — 
was believed by its master to be well 
outside tlio forbidden territory; the 
chronometer of each was found to be con- 
siderably out of truewhen compared with 
that of the cutter Rush, and yet— herein 
ia the strange feature of the case — the 
chronometers of all the sealers agree to 
a nicety. The Viva's chronometer when 
she was seized in latitude 57.30 :10, longi- 
tude 171.20 : 15 was said to be 11 min- 
utes of! from the cutter's (leaving the 
vessel aliout IHi! miles out cf her reckon- 
ing) while two days later a comi)arison 
with the instruments of the British war- 
ships at Ounalaska showed a variation 
of 12 minutea 12 seconds. 

First news of the seizure of the South 
Bend, whicli is included in the list here 
U'iven, was received on the arrival home 
yesterday of Captain Pike and the Viva. 
He had been informed of it by Lieut. Bel- 
linger of the Kush, who boarded the Viva 
on the 24ih ultimo, and seemed to de- 
rive considerable satisfaction from being 
able to announce that he had added the 
little baby of the fleet to his list. Capt. 
O, 1''. Uiilon, who both owns and com- 
niatuia the Soutn Bend, fared the fate of 
Ilia com|)anioiis in misfortune, being or- 
dere<l homo, di.'spite his protests that ho 
had not transgressed the law, with in- 
structions to report here to Collector 
Milne and the Naval authorities. This 
Cajitain Pike did immeiiiately upon liis 
arrival yesterday, briefly relating both 
to the Collector and to Admiral Palliser 
the facts of his own case aud the report 
he had received at Ounalaska of sundry 
other siunlar sei/.urea, details of which 
lie liad neitlier time nor opportunity to 
obtain. The captain is, however, able 
to ex[ilain that the little xi,merican craft 
Bering Sea, a seventh victim, is once 
more free, although her seizure actually 
occurretl as reported a few days ago. 
She was duly towed in disgrace to Dutch 
Harljor by one of tlie American patrol 
ships, but on it there being ascertained 
that she was not captured within prohi- 
hiteil waters, being arrested in llie open 
sea "on information receivi'd," Cai)taiii 
llooj)er oriiered her imniiNliate release. 
An eighth schooner on the seizure list is 
the San Francisco vessel Louisa D., in 
regard to which Captain Pike has, how- 
ever, no particulars. 

More unfortunate still ia the well 
known Edward Webster of the same 
California port, for since glie was last 
seen, on April 24, evidence has been 
steadily accumulating pointing to but 
one conclusion — that sh©; 1 like the 
Maggie Mac; and tlie Walter 
ICarle, has gone to the 
bolt un with every soul of Ikt crew. The 
U'ldjster'a last conijiany waa the otter- 
hunter Herman, also of San I'rancisco, 
with which the Viva fell in at Noah 
llav. She had been working with the 
\V lobster from the beginning of the season 
until \]n\\ -1; at that date the vessels 
were He])araU!d by a terrible tempest of 
wind, sleet and snow, out of which the 
llernian emerged forty-eight hours later, 
but in which the Webster in all human 
probability met her domn. The otter- 
iiunter is now homeward bound well 
satisfied with her season's work, for her 
six months' hunting in the waters of the 
N'orth haa vielded n catch valued at 
n ilhiiig less than ^25,000.

The Notorious Fenian and Dyua- 
mitei* Arrested at Boulogae 
—Other Arrests Expected. 

I . . 

Immense Conspiracy Thwarted on 
the Very EVe • of Being: Car- 
ried lutu Effect. 



BoimoaNE, Sept. 15.— Tynan, the no- 
torious "NumberOnc," who was arreated 
here on a Scotland Yard warrant, issued 
in 1883, arrived in lOuropo by landing in 
Genoa in Aui^ust. lie proceeded from 
there to Piuia, wliere he remained for 
Bome days consortinc with a number of 
the morabera of the dynamite faction of 
the Irish party. Ue had been travelling 
Bnder the name of George Godron and 
other iiliasea whon lie iirrived in Bou- 
logne on Friday uveiiing and put up at 
the Hotel FolUHtono, wluu-ii ho did not 
hesitate to cxpouiul liis Fenian views. 
His movements lunl been watclied from 
the time ho had arrived in French terri- 
tory. Tynan admitted his identity. In- 
criminating papers and a large Rum of 
money were foup'J in his possession. 
The prisoner was .dged in a cell in the 
Boulogne police (nil. The warrant 
cliart;es that, the prisoner was concerned 
in the nuirdera of Lord Frederiek Caveii- 
disli, cliief secretary, and Mr. Burke, 
under eeciutary, in tlio I'jiunix park, 
adjoining' the vice regal lodL'e in Oulilin, 
on May (i, 18S2, and willi the manufac- 
ture of dyiuiniite bombs for use in lOng- 
land. 

Tynan seems to have had no idea that 
he was shadowed by English detectives 
from the moment he landed in Kurojie, 
and feels his position keenly. He told 
his captors ho know capital punialunent 
awaited him if he was liandod over to 
tberepreBentacivesof the British govern- 
ment. During his continental tour he 
passed himself off as a Queen's mesaea- 
ger or royal courier, and claimed that 
the Bell traveling with him was his 
secretary. Tynan asserted that tliey 
■were en route to Copenhagen with an 
autograpli letter from Queen Victoria. 
During liis stay at ]5oulogne-sur-Mer, 
Tynan had plenty of money, His atajile 
beverage wa.i champagne. There is a 
strong suspicion that tiie conspirators 
were planning tho outbreak to occnr 
while the Czar and Czarina visited the 
(iueen at Balmoral. It ia said that all 
the suspects wero known to liave pur- 
chased materials for the manufacture of 
bombs. Bell, as well us Tynan, is alleg- 
ed to have been drinking heavily. He 
ia reported to be moat uervous, and con- 
stantly calling for whisky. 

Detective Inspector Walsh, of Scot- 
land Yard, said there would be some 
connection between Tynan's arrest and 
the arrest of a man named Bell at GUs- 
gow and of J. Wallace at Rotterdam. 

London, Sept. 15. — The firtt name of 
the man Bell, arrested at Glasgow on 
Saturday in connection witli Tynan's ar- 
rest at Bouioguc, ia Edward. He is de 
scribed as an American. The Standard 
has an editorial, based on a dispatcb 
from its correspondent at Cologne, 
which it expreasea tho belief tliat Tynan 
when arrested was preparing for further 
dynamite operations in England. 

At Eotterdam the police captured i 
number of infernal machines and corres 
pondence which may result in further 
arrests. Bell was arraigned at the Cen- 
tral police court to-day and remaudud 
until Wednesday. 

Bell is about 28 years old. medium 
build, ole.nn shaven and sallow cr)mploi- 
ion. He wore a soft hat and was other- 
wise dressed aa an American gentleman. 
Bell says he is not a British subject 
His papers and other belongings are in 
the hands of tho police, who, it ia said, 
have been shadowing him some time. 
The police officials have been cognizant 
some time of the existence of a frosh dy 
namite conspiracy. There ia no reason 
to doubt tliat the information in the ))0s 
session of the Scotland Yard authorities 
is of the most serious character, although 
it is difliciilt to obtain definite facts. 

Tho police of Glasgow received a tele- 
gram from Scotland Yard instructing 
them to follow Bell everywhere, and in 
consequence a close watch was sot over 
him. Four houra later Bell received a 
telegram from Tynan giving the latter'a 
address and tlio atldresa of others taken 
into custody. When Bell was arrested he 
asserted tliat he was an American tour- 
ist. The papers found on Bell include 
documents referring to tho three other 
men in tho hands of the police. 

The Globe, which has close relations 
with the government, had a long leading 
editorial article intimating that tlie ar 
rests were made on information received 
from one of the recently released Irish 
political prisoners. It adds that this 
man has also furnished the authorities 
with evidence in rol&tion to the Clan 
na-Gael, and that the government re 
leased several prisoners ao as not to fur- 
nish an exact clue to the source of its 
information. Dispatches fronj Bou- 
logne-Bur-Mer to the Associated Press 
say that Tynan was arraigned there be- 
fore the. deputy police prosecutor. He 
admitted his identity. Two Scotland 
Yard detectives were iiresent. Tho pri- 
soner wiiB remanded to jail, pending the 
arrival from London of evidence. 

A dispatch to tho AHSO(;iated I'resa 
from Antwerp stales that two Irish l''en- 
ians, said to hi\ naturalized American 
citizens, arrived there three weeks ago 
ami rented a house in tho suburb of Bo- 
chum. EngliHh detectives watched them, 
their departure from the United States 
having been known to the British auth- 
orities. On Saturday the house was sur- 
rounded by Belgian police, but the occu- 
pants had fled. A laboratory, however, 
was discovered, fully fitted with appli- 
ances and materials fur the manufacture 
of bombs and explosives. Tlie dispatch 
intimates that one o; these men had al- 
ready served a term of imprisonment for 
complicity in dynamite outragt^a. The 
Scotland Y'ard authorities believe tlie 
men referred to in tho Antwerp dispatch 
are the two persons arrested at fiolter- 
dam. Incidentally, it ia stated that the 
men arrested at Rotterdam are Kearney 
and Haines, not Vi'allace. 

A dispatch from Brueaels says that in- 
formation obtained there from reliable 
sources indicates that the dynamiters 
whose laboratory was discovered at Ant- 
werp were not Fenians, but Anarchists, 
whose aim was directed against tho 
Czar. It is known that tho police of 
Antwerp wore informed by the Scotland 
Y'ard authorities that a plot was in pre- 
j)aratioa to aBsaseioato the Czar, Many , 



Iximba, it appears, had already been 
made. The police know that one of the 
conspirators, who is believed to have 
fled to Breslau, bad Beyeral infornal ma- 
chines. . ■ ..^ . 

A dispatch frdm^'^ptterdam';'., reports 
that the men arrefeted'there were in bed 
when the detectives entered the room. 
Many iufenial iiineliinea weie found in 
their possession, together with a quanti- 
ty of correspondence in cii)lier, the key 
to which iiaa been discovered. The cor- 
respondence is said to have contained 
plans for dynamite outrages, including 
an attempt on the life of Queen Vic- 
toria. 

The Ixmdon Globe's advices from Bon- 
logne-sur-Mer eixy that Tynan's dis- 
guise was almost complete. He had 
Bliaved oir his beard and had othorwite 
changed his ajijiearance. The Globe 
correspondent adds: "I knew him in 
Kingston in 1.SS9, and saw him in Now 
York in 1893. Ho is now minus his 
whiskers, and hie niO'iatache is liorribly 
painted black. He ia attired in a light 
tweed suit, distinctly loud, and, like all 
Irishmen of his kind, it was his tendency 
to brag and consniro aloud which ltd ;o 
his arrest. It was at tirst thought that 
Tynan was connected with the gang of 
Paris anarchists who contemplated an 
upheaval while the Czar is in Paris." 

One of the most notorious Fenian 
leaders, it is said, arrived in Great Brit- 
ain from the United States some months 
ago, and the G lobe at that time pub- 
lished an article about his presence, 
pointing out that there was a revival of 
I'^enianism in progroes, Aa a result of 
these disclosures, the Globe claims, the 
Fenian leader alluded to has now re- 
turned to the United States. 

Incidentally, it was tlie Globe which 
tirst proclaimed the i<lentity of the sec- 
ond man arresteil at Rotterdam aa being 
John F. Kearney, of New York, who is 
charged with being concerned in blowing 
up the Glasgow gas works in 1802, a deed 
for which Terence McDermott and oth- 
ers are now serving sentences of impris- 
onment in Ireland. Kearney went to 
New York, and, it was said at the time, 
his escape was winked at by the highest 
authorities. 

It was further alleged that it was 
Kearney who, under the jiretenco of 
friendship, led Phelan int'^ the traj) 
when Short, the butcher, nearly stabbed 
Plielan of Kansas City to death in 
O'Donovan Rossa's ofhce in Chambers 
street. New York. Kearney may now 
be charged with the Glasgow outrage, as 
well aa with participation in the alleged 
present movement. 

A sei.ui-official communication upon 
the subject of tho recent arrests of al- 
leged dynamite conspirators was issued 
this afternoon. It says: "There has 
been within the full knowledge of the 
Scotland Yard officials for some time 
past a gang of desperadoes busily en- 
gaged in .America preparing the ramifi- 
cations for an extensive and diabolical 
tilot to perpetrate a dynamite outrage in 
this country and establish a reign of 
terror. 

Chief Inspector Melville, who has 
taken so i)rominent a part in arresting 
Fenians, liaa been at the head of the 
Scotland Yard arrangements for check- 
mating the present conspirators. 
Gradually and quietly a complete net- 
work waa drawn around tho plotters, 
and the fact being known that they 
were in intimate communication with 
Russian nihilists in tho United States, 
enabled the police to pursue investiga- 
tions to a difcovery which led to absolute 
evidence that one of the most recent 
developments of the scheme was 
a plot to assassinate the Czar on 
the occasion of his visit to England. 
The prime movera were Fenians in 
America, and when the idol had been 
carried as far aa possible there, the chief 
agents were sent to Europe to consum- 
mate the designs adopted. Every jtrecau- 
tion was taken in shipping them separ- 
ately and by difl'eient routes. The eniis- 
aarie- of Scotland Yard, however, dogged 
their every movement." 

The semi-otiicial communication then 
deals with the arrest and cajituro of all 
the appliances, documents, etc., and con- 
tinues: "It was arranged that Bell 
ahould go to Glasgow to auperintend a 
series of outrages in Scotland, the ex- 
plosives necessary heing sent from Bel- 
gium as required. Bell bad in his poa- 
seasion between £300 and £400 and 
American letters of credit. Devaney, 
McCullooh and McCand, three released 
dynamiters who are in Glasgow, have 
all been slia<lowed closely since they 
were released from prison. In 181).') Mc- 
Cand visited America. It ia considered 
probable that Bell will soon be removed 
from Glasgow to Lijiidon." 

The TiinoH imbliahea a long letter from 
H. 11. Ifowurtli, complaining of the re- 
leaae of the Irish political prisoners. He 
points out that the statiaticu show that 
mortality in lunacy prisons ia leas than 
among people outside of them, and asks: 
" Is the madness real or feigned?" Con- 
tinuing, he says: "As a newspaper 
openly said, the case is the Hibernians 
are acting. The Home Secretary will 
allow that it is unwise to let a wild Irish 
screech go from one end of the land to 
the other about the inhumanity of Eng 
lish justii'o, and it ia unwi.se to encour 
age ovcrlu'ate<l feelings of Americans to 
ward Great liritain on the grovnd that 
we treat our priaoncrs with barbarity.' 
In conclusion Mr. Howarth asks the gov- 
ernment to make a plain statement of 
tho facta relative to tho release of tl 
Irish political prisoners.

IMPORTANT FRANCHISE SOLD. 

An English Syndicate Secures Control of 
the Proposed Erie Canal Electric 
Traction System. 

New York, Sept. 15.— The World says : 
The negotialions lor the sale of the Erie 
canul electric franchise to an English 
aynilicatu will result in tlio inatallation 
of a completo syBtt-m of electric traction 
within a short time. What has iiiterest- 
ed £ngliBh capital in this enterprise in 
the poseibility of shipping grain from 
the Northwest direct to Liverpool by an 
all-water route and utTeuting a great sav- 
ing in time and frelKht charges. Only 
one transfer will bo recpiircd, and that 
will he in New York harbor, without the 
necessity of elevator Blorage. The saving 
will lie not only in high railroad freight 
charges, if the grain is broiiglit to New 
York by rail, but on thy old water routi^ 
of eU^vator charges at liuffalo and slow 
haiilago by iiuiles through the canal, 
with more elevator charges at this port. 

The use of electricitj- to run canal 
boata is but a part of the e.tteiisive [ilan 
to cheapen rales from the West to the 
East and then to Europe. It conteni- 
plates a direci service from Chicago and 
Duluth by the use of steel canal boats, 
after the type of the six that wore built 
last'year In Cleveland and made trips to 
this port. By the aid of floating 
ele'vators the canni boats can be unload- 
ed into ocean steamerB in the harbor 
without the necessity of Btorat'e. This 
was tho plan that New York capitalists 
had in niiud when they secured, as a 
gift, the fianchise that Isnglishineii are 
glad to pay ^3, 000, 000 for. They did 
not get vei y far along heloru they met the 
all-powerful New York Central Ilailway 
Uuiii|)any and the allied trunk lines that 
monopolize the trafHc into New- York 
and have been oteadily ruining tho 
cannl. A few figures tell the story. In 
1885 tho canal carried 60,000,000 bushels 
of wheat from' Buffalo; last. year' it 
carried only 14,000,000;

ing the erection of the Hchool ; B. Wil- 
liams, secreta.iy of the school board ; W. 
W. Norl hcott, city building inap ctor; 
and TlionuiH Brydon, the foreman dur- 
ing the repairs. 

Ah cbairnum of the committee, .-Vld. 
Marcbant opened the proceetlingH by 
reading the resolution of tbo council 
under the authority of which tbo com- 
initteo bad been apjiointed, and the 
uaual formal notices preliminary to the 
calling of the meeting were also read.

CHAMBEES OF COMMEECE. 

Proceedings of tbe Convention Now in Ses- 
sion at Southampton, England. 

SouTii.v.Mi'TO.N, .Sept. 15. — A epecial 
meeting of the association of Chambers 
of Commerce of the United Kingdom 
opened at Hartley Hall here at 10 
o'clock this morning, with Sir H. Staf- 
ford Xortbcote, president, in the 
chair. During the courpe of his 
opening address he said be hoped 
the visit of Li Hung Chang to England 
would result in benefits to British trade 
and commerce. The programme of the 
meeting, which will last to-day and to- 
morrow, contains twenty resolutions in- 
troduced by the different chainbera of 
commerce in the United Kingdom, .some 
of which touch upon .-inierican 
uid Canadian interests, for in- 
stance, tbe London chamber pro- 
pOHCH that coni^resa sball declare that 
tbe " tinie ha^; now arrived wIk.'U I ler 
MajeHty'a t^overninent may properl v con- 
sider tbe ileHiraljility of api)ointing com- 
petent oflicera to tbe more important 
coloiMCH liiY tbe purpose of reporting on 
their aL'ricultui-al, commerciiil, mineral 
and induatrial developmenta, such oflic- 
ers to be paid out of imperial funds." 

The executive council of the associa- 
tion will offer this resolution : "That a 
memorial be presented to the secrctarv 
of state for the colonies, Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain, urging his attention to tbe 
slow proszresa m.nde in ('arrying out the 
request of tbe Ottawa convention for 
cable coininunicatiiin between the Col- 
onies and the .Motlujr Country, and as to 
subsidizing a fast line of steamera be- 
tween Knuland and Canada," 

The Uradford cbamlier wants to intro- 
duce the AnKU'ican C.O.D. Bvstem into 
tbe Hritiab j)arcel post. The Leicester 
(!liamber urL^es tbe adoption of the me- 
tric cystem, and the Wolverhampton 
chamber complains that the freight 
rates between the United Kingdom antl 
South Africa are higher than between 
South Africa and the United States liy 
tbe i"ame steamers, while Wolverhamp- 
ton demands tiiat the United Kinu'dom 
be put on tbe aame level aa tbe United 
Stiitcti. 

The, South of Scotland chamber will 
aiiugopt that "A commercial union be- 
lu'een tJie colonies and mother country 
would tend to pi-oniole tlie perimi- 
nenco and prosperity (jf tlie Britiali em- 
pire, and that, therefore, this association 
would urge Her Majesty's government 
to take every possible opportunity of 
'furthering this object." The motion 
being attacked as favoring protection, 
was withdrawn.

Eos.s!,.4Nn, Sept. 12,— (Special)— Baclt 
again at Bossland, after an absence of 
two weeks, I note many ishangen. Sev- 
eial business blocks have sprung up on 
Columbia avenue, tbe main street, and 
many small one Story houses for resi- 
dential purposes are under way on otbcr 
parts of the towiisito. It is imi)Ofcsiblo 
to secure rooms or ollice accommodation 
at a reasonable figure. For rooms, un- 
furnished. $5 per week is asked, and 
a small office anywhere from $10 to ijOO 
])er month. A frienil of mine hired desk 
space in a broker's ofUce to-day for ^30 
per month. None of the buildings are 
substantial, nor have they any preten- 
sions to architectural beauty; still, I 
fancy, they will be found fairly 
comfortable daring the winter which 
in approaching with rapid strides. 
I )urin!,' the nast few days rain has fallen 
in copiiius showers and the heated at- 
mosphere has given place to riiw, cold 
winds that cut to the marrow ami make 
overcoats and thick boots or mittens in- 
dinpeusable to comfort. li tliis condi- 
tion of weather shoidd continue for 
lew days tbe proapectors will be driven 
in from the hillH, and winter (juarters 
at liossland it will be impossible to ob- 
tain at any rate within the jjower of 
a man witli a moderate inci/Uie to pay. 

Postal all'airs at tliis camp might 
easily be better. They could not by any 
chance be worse. Tbe stall" are under- 
manned and overworked. Crowds of 
people gather daily at the wickets awaitri 
ing their tarn for letters and papibrs.! 
Sometimes the work of delivery has to be 
suspended while tbe postmaster fillsiuo 
a blank for a money order.or receiptsi 
for or delivers aregistered letter. 'I?here 
is only live days' service each week from 
Victoria — no mails being received on 
Sunday or U'edns'.'-day . To-day at 2 
p.m. I got the Coi.o-visT in my box 
which arrived at 7 :;)0 o'clock tbo previ- 
ous evening. The complaint is loud and 
general. A petition for a reform is in 
circulation and everyone is signing. 

Sanitary matters have greatly im- 
proved since Wr. C. PhiUipps-WoUey 
took them in hand. A great deal of 
trood work has been and is being done. 
Sewers are being opened, cesspools 
cleansed and rubbish scraped togetherand 
burned. The prevailing naetiness of the 
hack yards has caused much illness, but 
Mr. Wolley, who has been given a free 
hand I hear, is acting in so vigorous and 
intelligent a manner that a better state 
of things lias already been instituted. 

A small-sizi'd colored miner sold a 
large-eized claiui near town tbe other 
evening to a Toronto gentleman for $1,- 
000. He bad given ii verbal option at 
that figure, and although oflered $0,000 
by other parties declined to go back on 
his word. In tbe evening he visited tho 
saloons and treated crowds to cham- 
pagne. He is still keeping up the pHte 
that kills and in the course of a f4w 
weeks this honest fellow will be " broke" 
again. 

Crowds continue to pour into 
Kosshind by every species of con- 
veyance, and the demand for mining 
proi)erty is large. Several representa- 
tives of J'mglish and American capitalists 
arrived last night and to-day they were 
found visiting tbe various mines and 
inspecting the properties. 

Strikes are reported in the Palo Alto 
shaft and the Ivanhoe tunnel, but their 
extent and value have yet to he deter- 
mined.

Inclderits of'tiie Brief' Stay iu Vic- 
toria—Informal Beeoption 
on the " Empress." 



When tho Empress of China, with Ilia 
Excellency Li Hung Chang, failed to ar- 
rive Monday evening the Chinese resi- 
dents, whose elaborate reception prepar- 
ations were thus rudely disturbed, look- 
ed unutterable things and voiced strange 
words, whose meaning could not, how- 
ever be misconstrued. When tbe even- 
ing hours drew into the night, and still 
tho white liner and Lord Li came not, 
their unhappiness became acute and 
tbeir expressions of disgust more and 
mure luminous and picturesque. 
JUit when the night had worn 
into morning; the thick fog 
still hung npon the water; the 
black clouds overhead opened to release 
a deluge — and still no sign was vouch- 
safed of tho Viceroy, their misery was 
complete. Even tbe lire of ardent pa- 
triotism was insuflicient to preserve a 
cheerful glow in the breasts of those 
whose gorgeous silks, sadly soak- 
ed and streaked, clung cold 
and clammy to tbeir beuumljcd 
limbs. One by one they stole ba(!k to 
tbe city in anything Ijut holiday frame 
of mind, and tlie iiiorninL' found tbe 
waterfront deserted, tbe music of tho 
lirecrackers stilleil — and the fog, but not 
till' I'bnpress, much in evidence. 

Anxiety was just becoming a little 
feverish when the big white liner, gaily 
decorated, reached tbe outer wharf, 
shortly after four o'clock in the after- 
riuon, and One blast of her siren 
brought hundreds to tbe wharf. Until 
then no one knew the cause of the long 
delay; though... Bome who surmised 
that the fog had aU to do with it guessed 
rightly. On Monday afternoon the 
steamer had aj)pronched to witbi^ forty 
miles of jiort when it became so dark 
that sho had to put about and enter 
Boundary 15ay, there to remain until 
noon yesterday. 

As she api)roachcd the wharf bands 
began to play, lire cnickors boomed, tbe 
Chinese orchestra gave forth its most 
piercing strains, and tbe display gener- 
ally was so ell'ective, spontaneous and 
pleasing that it brought a smile of 
acknowdedgement to the face of the 
venerable looking Viceroy, who, with 
his suite occupied a place of vantage on 
the promenade deck. 

He had been enjoying himself en route 
from Vancouver, making every passen- 
ger on board a friend and every one of 
tho ship's officers more or less of a host. 
He seemed to take delight in inquiring 
tbo " ins " and " outs " of tbe crow's do- 
ings, never forgetting to ascertain what 
wages were jiaid or bow tbe em|doyment 
of each was secured. When the gang- 
])lank was lowered there was a 
rush for permission to go on bohrd, and 
as this was allowed only to privileged 
ones tbo crowding for a time looked 
almost serious. In the meantime, how- 
ever, the great Chinese ambassador was 
on deck ; and after be had taken leave 
of bis fellow-subjects who bad accom- 
panied him from Vancouver, sought a 
secluded corner in the reading room for 
the re.-eption of more distinguished 
visitors. 

Here he first received the felicitations 
of His Lordship Chief .lustico Davie and 
Hon. Geo. B. Martin, minister of lands 
and works. Through bis interpreter 
questions came thick and fast, the Chief 
Justice first being asked if he had 
studied law, what his age 
was, if he was from London, 
Eng., if be had much work 
to do, bow often be held court, bow
